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i people are always looking for ways to be 

I entertained. some of the most common ways are through 
television, movies, and music. it is easy to look at 
I these things forms of entertainment, but that is a bit 
I naive. these forms of entertainment hold a great deal 
1 of significance and do more than entertain you. 

J whether you believe it or not, these types of 
I communication, subtly or blatantly shape your 
perceptions of the world around you, unless you are 
aware that it is happening (even then it is difficult 
to pick up on). television and film usually deal with 
the lives of people and their roles in society. if 
unaware, viewers may internalize the limited or 
prejudice roles that the form of entertainment places 
on the characters; especially the minority and 
marginal characters. this is only one way in 
whichentertainment can shape your opinions and 
understandings of the world around you. as i see 
I things, the more subtle entertainment is, the stronger 
I it works on you. think about when you were a child 
and when you watched cartoons. i recall watching the 
1 Flintstones and seeing Betty and Wilma in 
stereotypical female roles as subordinate housewives 
I that were obsessed with shopping, remember how they 
used to always yell "charrrrrrrrrrrge it" referring to 
I shopping with Fred and Barney's credit cards. Seeing j 
that over and over as an impressionable child would 
I make any kid grow up with a distorted image of the 
| role of women in society, that isn't subtle at all, 

I but when you are dealing with adult entertainment it 
I takes on a new form. it is important to understand 
I that this is done both intentionally and 
I unintentionally. that is why you need to look at even i 
the simplest forms of entertainment in a critical and 
I analytical way. that can be just as entertaining as i 
I the entertainment itself, not to mention fufilling and ! 
[ rewarding. think about it the next time you watch tv 
I or see a movie. 

just so you all know- i am not saying that television 
is the devil, altough it can be in some people's case. 


^BIGGER! BETTER! FRESHER! 
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production is what sets members of the do-it- yourself 
movement apart from any other group of people. this 
became a complete realization to me, the other day when i 
realized that it was my lack of production that was making 
me so miserable. for some time now, i have been thinking 
about the construction of one’s identity and what it is that 
separates me (rather i should say us) from everybody else, 
i would have to say that our production of goods that we 
buy and sell and give and take amongst ourselves is the 
key factor, producing something creates a much stronger 
identity than consuming something. 

it seems as if the majority of the people that surround us 
no longer produce anything, whether it is for themselves, 
for others, or even for work, the way things are today, the 
majority of people no longer produce anything at their 
jobs, rather they perform a service for somebody else, 
whereas, in the past, your occupation was generally the 
main ingredient to forming your identity, people now 
have to find something new to identify themselves with, 
many people turn to the consumption of products to give 
the image of the identity that they want to have. what the 
people who do this end up with is just that - an image but 
not an identity of their own. this is generally not true of 
people involved with the do-it-yourself movement. in fact, 
it is exactly what sets them apart from the rest, for others, 
identity relies on definitions and the image created by 
people other than themselves. the problem with this is 
that when the definitions created by others changes, the 
people who identify themselves with these definitions 
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by producing what you want, 
on others for your identity
